Survivor: ‘It seemed to last forever’ 


• FRIENDSHIP, Wis. (AP) — 
Dunne Grimm jumped out of his 
car and threw himself to the ground 
just before a tornado struck. 

“The best way 1 con describe it is 
going 1 50 miles per hour on a motor- 
cycle. All you feci is mnd. My hair is 
still loaded with sand and dirt." 
Grimm said Sunday from his bed ot 
' Adams County Memorial Hospital. 

The 25-year-old said he didn’t 
see or hear the tornado, but could 


feel it. "The air pressure, the feel- 
ing of having your cars ready to 
pop, intensified to the point I' 
thought I was going to lose my 
hearing," he said, his eyes growing 
big. 

Grimm got out of his car and 
droppecT onto the gravel parking 
lot. He said he was laying on his 
stomach about 15 feel from the car 
when something struck his hip and 
broke it. 


Grimm never saw the object but 
said doctors have told him it might 
have been a door. The cor didn't 
sustain any serious damage, Grimm 
said. 

"I am damn lucky whotever hit 
me didn't hit me in (he head," he 
said. "And I am damn lucky the 
tornado didn’t pick me up." 

Grimm said (he tornado seemed' 
to last forever. "Thirty seconds 
seemed like a year," he said. 


. BIG FLATS. Wis. (AP) — Shirley 
Andersen looked up from the floor 
and saw her house was gone, ripped 
away by a tornado. A couple in their 
60s rode out the storm in their bath- 
tub.

The bodies of an elderly couple 
were found in the wreckage of their 
home near Big Flats. Twenty-two 
people were injured and five remained 
hospitalized Sunday. Farber said. 
Authorities knew of 24 houses 
destroyed in Adams County and about 
175 domoged.

(College). ... It’s a tradition that 
shouldn’t die.” 

But not everyone agrees. To sonic 
students and college administrators, 
traditional fratcipitics are outmoded 
institutions that promote suxi-sm and 
inequality. And they have become 
associated with alcohol abuse and 


Sororities, disappeared on their own 
in the early 1960s. 

The study coincided with a scries 
of embarrassing incidents, including 
one in which a female mannequin 
was suspended in effigy from the 
front of a fraternity house during a 
raucous party.

Such demands will be difhcult 
to fulfill, the prime minister said 
at a news conference. 

“When it comes to individual '

an exception, Murayama said. 
The Japanese people feel that 
“normal, suffering in war” and

At the 49th annivci^ry of the 
bombing of Hiroshima earlier 
this month, survivors asked 


Murayama to push through a 
long-debated bill that would pro- 
vide them with special pensions. 

Murayama said he wants to 
pass legislation to help the sur- 
.vivors, this year. “When I heard 
the various things they had to 
say,- 1 came. to feel -that we can^ 
leave things as.they arc," he 
said. 

Japan is considering a variety

States fields no men’s gymnastics 
team at the Olympics. 

That’s the nightmare facing gym- 
nasts. coaches and gyinnaslics ofil- 
cials; thanks to a NCAA rule that 
could take away the college champi- 
onship for the sporj^is soon as 1996. 

“This would have a negative 
impact on the future in men’s gym- 
nastics when no college programs 
exist for them to advance their skills 


for international competition," said 
Richard Aronson, executive director 
of the National Associalion of 
College Gymnastics Coaches. 

A recent. NCAA rule mandates 
that a sport have at least 40 operating 
programs to qualify for a national 
championship. Men’s gymnastics 
teams, which stood at 138 in 1976. 
currently numbers 31 varsity squads. 

The coaches' association is scram- 
bling for support from USA 
Gymnastics, Congress, Olympic 


medalists and other gymnasts and 
university presidents. 

The group is pushing legislation 
for a vote at the NCAA convention 
in January that would put a two-year 
moratorium on that rule, giving time 
for a study of the number 40. 

"We’re the first sport to be under 
40 in number,” said Roy Johnson, 
gymnastics coach at Massachusetts 
and president of the NACGC. 

Their campaign includes letters 
and a new black T-shirt asking for 


support of the legislation numbered 
"18.2.10.1.',' 

Gymnast Bill Roth of Temple and 
Steve Nunno. coacli of two-time 
world champion Shannon Miller, 
each wore the shirt at the national 
championsiiips that ended Saturday.

“oiTwomcn of Virginia arid North Curolina'lake 
a teospoonftil of seeds from the common w*ccd - 
called’Queen Anne's- lace, crush them, stir 
them into a glass of water and drink the gritty 
preparation. They say it keeps them from get- 
tingpregnant. 

As it happens, the some plant grows in rural 
portTof India’s Rajasthan state, and peasant 
wonjen there chew and swallow the seeds dry. 
They, too, rely on it os a form of conlraccp-- 
tion. 

Though a world apart today, women in both 
regions possess knowledge that can be traced' . 
' back nl least 2,500 years — to ancient Greek. ^ 
physicians, including Hippocrates, who pre- ' 
scribed seeds of Queen Anne's lace-os both a 
contraceptive and as an herbal “moming-aftcr 
pill.” 

In fact, according to John M. Riddle, a his- 
torian of medicine at North Carolina State 
University in Raleigh, who unearthed the tra- 
dition, evidence is accumulating not only that 
the venerable methods do work in animal 
tests, but that the knowledge, use and .social 
acceptance of effective, plant-derived birth- 
control drugs was widespread in the ancient 
world. Riddle recently published his findings- 
in a book, “Contraception and Abortion from 
ihc'Aricicnt World to the Renaissance.” . 

According to Riddle, herbal birth control 
created much of the wealth of the Greek city- 
state of Cyrcnc on the coast of what is now 
Libya. Cyrenians collected and exported the 
sop of a plant that the Greeks calM silphion 
and (he Romans silphium. An. image of the 
plant appear; on 5(h ceniuty D.C. Cyrenian 
coins. 

The Roman naturalist, Pliny the Elder, men- 
dons that silphion cost more than its weight in 
silver, and Hippocrates recorded failed efforts 
to culdvaie the plont in Syria and Greece. So

Carolina State University .suggested. ' 

He also proposed that the widespread 
use of these substances would explain pc- 
riods in ancient history when the popula- 
tion remained stable or even declined.. 
During-thc first five centuries A.D.. for ex- 
ample, historians estimate that the popula- 
tion of Europe fell from 32.8 millionjo 
27.5 million — in the absence of major ■' 
wars or epidemics. 

The population declines have usually 
been attributed to infanticide, but there is 
little documentary evidence of-thc pracr 
tice. 

“Women in those days had u lot more 
control over their reproductive lives than 
we used to think.” Riddle said. “TTicy had 
. access to things that really worked.” 

Pharmacologist Norman R. Farnsworth 
of the University of Illinois-Ghicago 
agrees. “It’s obvious.” he said. "They were 
having sex at least as much as at any other 
time, and they didn't have condoms. But 
you don’t see all these fair maidens getting 
• pregnant cvqty yeor.” 

Why. then, did the knowledge fade - 
awoy? 

Riddle cites two factors. One was the 
change of medicine from something that 
virtually anyone cuuld practice to the spe- 
cial province of men with formal training. .

Bulging bellies, abdomens that 
strain against shirt buttons and 
soft mounds that protrude 
beneath belts. Such is the price 
that many Americans pay for 
being overweight. 

Often dubbed beer bellies, 
these protuberances have little to 
do with imbibing a particular 
brew and much more to do with 
overeating and lack of exercise. 
Trouble is, too many pounds at 
the waist can wreak havoc with 
p the back over time.

What wiirhltp in aii^ition to 
dieting is to improve posture. .The 
American Academy of

Over time, this will gradually 
strengthen stomadi muscles. Just 
be careful, experts say. to keep 
shoulders back rather thanraised. 

Weight-resistant exercises 
are another alternative. And 
many people work out on 
Roman chairs, seatlcss wonders 
found in gyms that require 
leaning on the forearms and 


raising the legs against gravity. 

But experts say the easiest way 
to start working on a bulging 
belly is by doing partial sit-ups 
known as cninchcs and by regu- - 
lariy combining them with knees- 
to-ehest curls. Avoid traditional 
sit-ups, however, “which put 
stress on the lower back,” says 
Dunn. 

Crunches involve lying on your 
back on the floor with your knees 
raised so that your feet ore fiat on 
the floor. Place hands at the back 
’ of the head, about where the neck 
meets the skull. Elbows point out 
' at right angles. An alternative, is 
to clasp hands at the neck and 


position elbows pomfing toward 
the knees. 

Next slowly raise your head, 
shoulders and chest as for os pos- 
sible (shoulder blades should 
clear the floor). and hold-for-a— 
c ount of o ne. Then dowly lower 
the trunk back to the floori The 
goal is to work up to. doing sets of. 
50 crunches “as oAeh as you have 
time,” the academy advises in its 
quonerly newsletter on health and— 
■fitness. 


Knec-to-chest eurls are also 
performed lying on the back and 
arc often easier to do for the out- 
shape exerciser. In this case, 
knees ore drawn up, feet ore flat 
oh the floor and hands are at the 
stdcs.'Bring the knees to the 
chest. Hold for a count of one and 
repeat. The goal again is to work 
up to sets of SO.

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TORONTO (AP) — People who 
exercise then reach for more snacks 
might not lose weight, but they will ' 
alter their body chemistry in a way that 
bums up more fat, a researcher rc^rts. 

Dr. Jorge Calles, an endocrinologist 
at the' University of Yc'rinont, oflered 
what he called Uie first carefully con- 
trolled study to show that fat burning 
increases significantly with exercise, 
even if people cat too, much. 

People get their energy by burning S 
combination of fat and cor^hydrates, 

' Calles said. In people who arc natural- 
ly Icon, the ratio of fat burned to carbo- 
hydrates burned is higher than in, peo- 
ple who are overweight 
Calles found that exercise sljifls that 
ratio so. people get a hi^er percentage 
of their energy burning fat. 

.' He reported his findings Tuesday at . 
' the Seventh International Congress on 
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Obesity. Calles said the study supports 
the idea that exercising can help pwplc 
lose weight That mi^t seem obvious, 
but it has been the subject of debate 
among obesity specialists, he said. 

“There's no question about the car- 
diovascular benefits, and no'question 
exercise is helpful for people with dia- 
betes,” Calles said. “But for treatment 
of obesity, there is a debate. 

“Wc are beginning to show that 
indeed exercise can be beneficial." 

Dr. Richard Atkinson, an obesity 
specialist at the University of 
Wisconsin, said that individual varia- 
tions in' fat burning help explain why 
some people seem to be able to eat a 
lot without fining weight, while oth- 
ers put on weight much more easily. 

Calles* findings are an important 
part of the argument that exercise con 
help people lose weight, said Atkinson, 


who also attended the conference. 

Calles’ study involved 20 people. 
Some were ov^ed 1,000 calories per 
day and were not allowed to exercise, 
while others were overfed and 
assigned to do just enough exercise to 
bum up the extra 1,000 calories. ' 

In those who. were overii^ without, 
exercise, the amount of fdt burned 
dropped from the equivalent of 518 
calories per day to 97 calories per day. 
The burning of carbohydrates rose'. 

In those who were overfed and who . 
exercised, fat burning rose from the 
equivalent of 406 calories per day to 
685, while the burning of carbohy- 
drates fell. . 

In a separate study, John Blundell 
ana colleagues at the University of 
Leeds in England found that exercise 
. con lead to appetite suppression and 
wei^tloss. .i'
